PROGRESS OF THE CHOLERA. 
Thore has been an impression, even among 
educated men, that Asiatic cholera, when it 
comes, comes like a simoom in a Syrian desert, 
sweeping everything before it in its deadly force. 
But if the disease now prevalent in certain por- 
tions of Tennessee, Missouri, Ohio, and Ken- 
tucky be cholera, as it is reported, then cholera 
has its vagaries like other mortal attributes and 
conditions. It is not strange, perhaps, that it 
should have first made its appearance in New 


villages. When it crossed the Ohio it attacked 
the town of Mount Vernon, Indiana, more sav- 


agely; and so in Missouri it picked out a little 
town called Louisiana for its victim, in both in- 
stances leaving the large cities of Cincin- 


nati and St. Louis comparatively free f 
its ravages. Ever since it began

influence on the conditions which make people 
mote or less susceptible to the poisonous attack. 
Tha medical service of the cities is also more 
efficient and experienced,and the auxiliary means 
at caring for the sick and preventing the spread 


of the disease are superior and more ample. 


These circumstances should commend them- 
| selves, not merely as an explanation of the fact 
that the cholera this season is making greater | 
havoc in small towns than in large cities, but as 
@ reason why the residents of the cities should 
avoid the general rush to the country which is 
made whenever the approach of the disease is 
announced. It will be well to keep this in mind 
if the cholera shall threaten Chicago this year.

tor holding it in check. 


There is also a popular error in regard to the 
treatment of cholera. It is generally believed that 
the first and most necessary thing in an attack 
of cholera is to check the movements of the bow- 
els which are the usual evidences of the disease. 
In a treatise on Modern Medicine, in the current 
number of the North American -Review, this 
manner of proceeding is shown to be radically 
wrong. It is now known that cholera is u poison,
